WASHINGTON < AP) — Wholesale 
prices fell five-tenths of a per cent in 
February, the sharpest drop in nearly 
a year, as lower farm prices offset in­ 
creases 
for 
industrial 
goods, 
the 
governm ent said today. 
February m arked the fourth month 
in a row that wholesale prices did not 
increase and signaled lower prices 
ahead for sonsumers. 
Changes in 
wholesale prices usually foreshadow 
retail price trends; 
The la b o r Departm ent said a 2.3 per 
cent drop in farm and food prices 
contributed heavily to the favorable 
price report. 
Industrial 
goods 
in­ 
creased three-tenths of a per cent, but 
the rise was less than in recent mon­ 
ths. 
The continued easing of inflation was 
welcome 
news 
for the 
Ford 
ad­ 
m inistration 
which 
has 
cited 
the 
easing of wholesale and consumer 
prices as proof that its economic 
policies are working. 
The five-tenths of a per cent drop in 
February was somewhat of a surprise, 
as some adm inistration officials had 
said they expected some increase. 
White House economist Jam es L. Pate 


had rioted that raw farm prices had 
increased early last month along with 
lumber prices, but these apparently

labor areas were classified as having 
substantial unemployment of 6 per 
cent or more.

Va., and H arrisburg, Pa., to 15.1 per 
cent in Muskegon, Mich. 
Jobless rates of IO per cent or more 
were common in cities throughout 
Michigan and other big industrial 
states such as New York, New Jersey, 
M assachusetts, Rhode Island, Con­ 
necticut and California, where the 
recession hit hardest

The number of labor areas with 
substantial unemployment peaked at 
135 last Septem ber, then declined 
slightly in October and November 
before leveling off. In contrast, the 
nation s unemployment rate tuts fallen 
from its recession peak of 8.9 per cent 
last May to 7.8 per rent in January 
The February figures are due out 
Friday.

"While the national picture is im­ 
proving, pockets of high unem ­ 
ployment such as Michigan, which is 
heavily dependent on the aute in­ 
dustry, are very stubborn and are

joblessness in Michigan will be lower 
this year than in 1975 but will still 
average IO per cent or above.

The legislative action Wednesday 
cam e one day after the state Supreme 
Court authorized Columbia Gas of Ohio 
to pass through directly to its one 
million residential customers part of 
the cost of shortterm gas purchased 
for industrial users. 


House m em bers also approved 91-3 a 
bill that would overhaul the process of 
state tax adm inistration. 


The m easure sponsored by Rep 
John E . Johnson, I>-88 Orrville, would 
abolish Ute Board of Tax Appeals and 
replace it with a tax court with 
statewide jurisdiction over tax cases 
It would also do away with annual 
updates of property values in counties 
which have undergone reappraisal 


The legislation was sent to the 
Senate to join a companion property 
tax relief bill under consideration in 
the Ways and Means Committee. 
The gas bill applies only to short­ 
term purchases for use over a period of 
120 days or less

The higher premiums come from 
newly mandated uninsured motorists 
coverage, the only way short of suing 
lo be certain to recover money for 
property damage or bodily injury from 
someone else without insurance who 
runs into your car and injures you or 
your passengers 


A spokesman for Ohio’s insurance 
industry said the additional premiums 
may range from $3 or 14 to |40 or $50 
depending on the coverage chosen by 
the motorist and number of vehicles 
insured 
According to Stephen Sny der of the 
ohio Insurance Institute, there have 
lieen few complaints 'i t s been my 
impression.’’ Snyder said, 
that mast 
people have Iteen leaving it (the extra 
coverage) on.” 
The law requires insurance com­ 
panies to offer the extra coverage But 
the purchaser can waive the extra 
coverage or buy it in a reduced 
amount 
Before the law was changed in 
August, uninsured motorist coverage 
had to be offered at lumts of $12,500 for 
(toddy injury or death to one person 
and $25,000 for a single accident 
Snyder said the rate increases are 
seen most often by motorists who 
carry high lim its of bodily injury 
liability

many motorists are now insured for 
$100,000 for one injury and $300,000 for

Your letter is typical of many that 
come from readers Although they do 
not all relate to blood in the urine, they 
all have the common denominator of 
fear. 
Public health officials and your own 
doctor agree that the greatest safety to 
health lies in bringing sym ptom s of 
diseases to the attention of physicians 
as early as possible Yet, contrary to 
such teachings and health campaigns, 
many people like yourself delay by 
months their visit to a doctor 
Their terror about disease is so great 
that they hide in the false security that 
tem porary cessation 
of 
symptoms 
may 
offer. 
It 
is 
pathetic 
when 
productive human beings live in a 
devitalized state because of their 


of 
unrealistic fears of disease, many 
which are usually nonexistent 
Fear flourishes in darkness. If it is 
allowed to continue the emotional 
consequences can be devastating. 
Bring a symptom to the attention of 
the doctor early can be the greatest 
contribution to m aintain good health 
In your particular case, blood in the 
urine may be due to a slight infection, 
.in irritation of the bladder, or a small 
stone There are also more im portant 
reasons 
Small tum ors, benign and 
malignant, may be present. Today it is 
rem arkably easy to pinpoint the exact 
cau se of p ersisten t or recu rrin g 
bleeding 
Examination with the cystoacope is 
a very exact procedure Through this 
instrum ent, all of the inner lining of the 
bladder can lie seen. X-ray studies 
with dyes can establish the exact 
diagnosis. 
To delay your visit to the doctor does 
v ou a great injustice. It aggravates the 
condition and m ore 
im portantly 
ta uses havoc with your inner peace.

avaricious appetite for goods and 
services, for satisfying wants quickly, 
for accum ulating possessions. 
The consum er lives in the 
ac­ 
quisitive society, a society in which the 
most observable status symbols are 
often the m aterial riches that one can 
display, such as the size of the car in 
the driveway. 
I .est there develop any tendency for 
consum ers to forget their role, the 
producers constantly barrage them 
with stimuli. The good life, success, 
recognition are associated with ac­ 
quiring goods. 
While the sjyecies is indeed regaining 
its famous appetite in recent weeks, it 
might more accurately be called the 
American saver, for that has really 
lieen the focus of the species' interest. 
"Savings deposits at the nation’s 
savings and loan associations broke all 
records on the books in January 1976," 
the United States leag u e of Savings 
Associations reported this week 
“Savings banks attracted record net 
deposit inflows in January.” said the 
N ational 
A ssociation 
of 
M utual 
Savings Banks, the other m ajor factor 
in what is called the thrift industry. 
Savings as a per cent of disposable 
income continued very high during 
recession of 1974 and 1975, a not 
unusual occurrence. Contrary to what 
some believe, people tend to save 
during recessio n s, spend during 
periods of greater confidence. 
While the long-term savings rate is 
around 6 5 per cent, the 1974 rate rose 
to 7.5 per cent and rose to 8.3 per cent 
last year, reaching the alm ost un­ 
precedented level of 9 9 per cent in the 
second quarter.

Not so this 
year. Savings and loan associations 
took in $5.3 billion, the greatest one- 
month inflow in its history. 
While a high savings rate suggests 
that consum ers still haven't regained 
their confidence or faith in the future 
of the recovery, most economists view 
the situation as encouraging. 
The thrift industry, for example, is 
the main supplier of funds to the 
housing m arket. A strong housing 
m arket m eans more vigorous sales for 
furniture 
and 
appliance 
manufac­ 
turers and dozens of other industries. 
In fact, it is almost axiom atic that no 
recovery is solidly based unless the 
huge co nstruction industry 
p a r­ 
ticipates. The presence of all those 
lendable funds, says the economists, 
now alm ost assures that participation. 
The worst area of the housing in­ 


dustry has been in multifamily units. 
Because of high interest rates and 
limitations on the amounts of rent 
people are able to afford, such units 
are said to be unprofitable. 
F o rtu n a tely , how ever, one p art 
problem is improving — interest rates, 
if perhaps tem porarily, are falling 
W e a th e rh e a d Co.

County, the state's 
largest maple 
producer. 
The sap lias nearly stopped flowing, 
and 
Richard Timmons, a Geauga 
county grower, said his maple trees 
have produced only 200 gallons of 
syrup, compared with last year’s 1,500 
gallons. 
“We think we have already got all 
the syrup we’re going to get," Tim­ 
mons said. Even if the buds continue to 
develop, Timmons said, the syrup will 
have a different flavor and color. 
Robert Haskins, another grower, 
said the only hope is a “ real cold snap" 
with temperatures in the 20s 
But if a cold spell arrives, it could 
mean bad news for fruit growers. Fruit 
trees were reported leafing in the 
Columbus area. Growers in Uh* Cin­ 
cinnati area reported that if tile weath­ 
er turns cold their peach trees might 
be destroyed. 
Boy E. Zim m erm an, assistant 
director of the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture, said it is too early to 
predict a statewide disaster for fruit 
crop, but he added, "Any prolonged 
warm weather could very well damage 
the fruit crop considerably."

V A N D A IJA , Ohio (AD) — Dopcorn 
can delay traffic at Cox Municipal 
Airport 
"W e stand in line to buy it even when 
we’re running neck and neck with 
takeoff time,” says airline hostess 
Jeannine Shaffer 
"Everybody, if they have even a 
minute between flights, runs down and 
gets a bag," adds pilot David Bertram 
of Dallas, Tex., who comes through the 
Dayton area airport on one of the 85 
daily scheduled flights 
The popcorn grown by a family on 
a 25-acre farm near Huron and har­ 
vested by hand - travels around the 
nation. 
“We take flack orders of popcorn to 
ground crews in Chicago all over," 
said Bertram 
Flight engineer Walter H Whitaker 
of Kansas City, Mo. recently bought a 
big $1 bag, some to take home and 
some to munch in the cockpit, 
"This Is probably the best popcorn 
I ’ve ever eaten in the United States,” 
he said between mouthfuls. 
The popcorn sold at the Wiles wood 
Country Store inside the airport is so 
famous that the Dayton area landing is 
being announced on board as the 
"Dopcorn Stop" and the airstrip as the 
"Dopcorn Airport ” 
"Ninety per cent of the guys on 
airlines know about this popcorn. It’s 
just really good You can smell it from 
the gate," Bertram said. 
The store sells 20,000 pounds of 
popcorn a year. It is so popular that the 
home office in Huron has been forced 
into selling it unpopped at the airport 
here and in Cincinnati. 
What makes it so good? Sue (Honk, 
part-owner of the family business, 
says after the popcorn is harvested it is 
put in airtight, atmospherically con­ 
trolled containers to keep a 13 per cent

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 1972 
strip mine law .should be made more 
flexible to provide an incentive for

operators

reclamation projects on stripped land, 
the Department of Natural Resources 
says. 
A department spokesman,

Davidson, told the House Energy and 
Environment Committee Wednesday 
that

relaxation 
of 
bonding 
requirements and softening some 
penalties would encourage operators 
“ to grade and resoil more quickly.” 
Committee members also heard 
opposition to proposed legislation from 
a Sierra Club spokesman who urged 
them not to ‘‘return to the bad old 
days' when reclamation of stripped 
land was half-hearted, leisurely or 
indefinitely postponed.” 
The bill, sponsored by Hep. Thomas 
J. Carney, I>71 Boardman, would 
allow mine operators to get back 75 per 
cent of their cash or bond deposit from 
the state after completing reclamation 
on 1-3 of the land.

estimated cost of restoring mined 
land. Half the deposit is returned when 
all reclamation, except planting, is 
completed.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P) - For the 
second time 
in 
eight 
days, 
the 
legislature has overriden a veto by 
Gov. James A Rhodes-this tune on a 
bill raising fees paid witnesses in court 
trials. 


The Senate voted 20-9 Wednesday to 
overrule the governor, following the 
lead of the House which had done the 
same thing a week earlier by an 81-10 
count. 


Majority Democrats had to muster 
their forces without Republican help in 
the Senate. They control the upper 
chamber 21-12, but Sen Douglas Ap­ 
plegate, IKM Steubenville, was absent. 


However, GGP 
House 
members 
broke ranks at the urging of Rep. 
Richard H. Finan, R-19 Cincinnati, the 
chief sponsor of the vetoed measure. 
Rhodes rejected it, he said, because 
it lh wrong for the state to mandate 
increased expenditures by local 
governments, in this case common 
pleas and municipal courts. 
Sen. Anthony J. Celebrezze, D-2S 
Cleveland, spoke for the bill in the 
Senate, asserting it was needed to be 
fair to Ohioans who often miss a day or 
more of work when called in to testify. 
Finan's bill increases the fee from 83 
to $12 a day, and boosts mileage paid 
for travel from five to twelve cents a 
mile. IVesent fees are not even enough

meals, 
Celebrezze said. 
On Tuesday of last week, the Senate 
completed the first override of a veto 
by Rhodes, a Republican now in his 
third term as governor. That vote 
came on a measure establishing an 11- 
member commission to investigate 
Ohio’s nursing homes.

Frontiersm en, and rowdy, un­ 
disciplined m ilitiam en were re­ 
sponsible, historians say, for some of 
the Indian troubles in early Ohio, often 
disrupting peaceful times with acts of 
violence that enraged the Indians and 
set them on the warpath 
During the Revolutionary W ar 


years, when the Americans needed at 
least the friendship of the India as 
while fighting the British, some of 
these seaseless acts did much to harm 
the American cause and made Indians 
allies of King George III. 
Not the least of these acts was the 


murder of Shawnee Chief Corastalk, 
his son and a companion at Point 
Pleasant. 
The old home of Cornstalk was on the 


north 
bank 
of 
Scippo 
Creek 
in 


Pickaway County not far from Cir­ 
cleville. Hts Indian name was Keigh- 
tugh-qua and he was noted for his calm 
courage and tactical brilliance in 
warfare. In 1774 during I/>rd Dun- 
more’s War he and the Mingo Chief 
Ixtgan commanded the confederated 
tribes in their .surprise attack upon 
part of Dunrnore’s forces at Point 
Pleasant Retreating to the Pickaway 
Plains, Cornstalk met with his aides to 
debate their future course He wanted 
to continue the war but the others had 
no heart for it, so Cornstalk went to 
Lord 
Dunm ore, 
then 
at 
Camp 


Charlotte near Circleville, and made 
peace. 
In 1777 with his son he went to Point 


Pleasant again, this time to warn the 
garrison that while he desired to obey 
his treaty obligations, his people were 
being incited by the British to take up 
arms against the Americans and if war 
came he would have to Join his 
brothers, 
He was detained as a hostage, and 
when Indians killed a white ranger 
near the fort, some enraged soldiers 
shot down Cornstalk, his son and an­ 
other hostage. That act, as much as 
any other, brought down the fury of the 
Indians on the Ohio frontier,

Indiana Sen. Birch Kayh suspended 
his 
active 
cam paign 
for 
the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
today, while four other Democrats 
began their drive toward Florida’s 
March 9 primary election. 
Bayh told a New York news con­ 
ference he had made his decision 
because after his seventh place finish 
in Tuesday's Massachusetts primary 
election, ‘our campaign treasury Is 
depleted " 
But he said he would “continue to 
speak out on the issues that concern 
the American people." 
Ile did not throw his support to 
another candidate. He said he was 
urging his backers to take "an active 
role" in the Democratic campaign 
Bayh had met for more than five 
hours Wednesday with campaign aides 
in Washington, then flew to New York 
for another meeting with supporters 
there 
He 
planned 
to 
return 
to 
Washington after the news conference 
to spend the day in his office. 
Ronald Reagan, President Ford’s 
challenger 
for 
the 
Republican 
nomination, was headed for Florida 
today to step up his own campaign. 
Florida's primary is the first major 
test in the South for Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace and ex-Georgia Gov. 
Jimmy Carter. Sen. Henry M Jackson 
of Washington, winner of the Mas­ 
sachusetts election, and Gov. Milton 
Shapp of Pennsylvania are running 
there, too. 
The ballot lists a dozen Democrats, 
but only the four have actively cam­ 
paigned in the state where Wallace 
won overwhelmingly four years ago 
with 41.6 per cent of the vote. 
The GOP race is considered crucial, 
particularly for Reagan. Both Ford 
and the former California governor all 
but ignored Massachusetts last week 
to concentrate on Florida 
Ford edged Reagan in the first-in- 
the-nation New Hampshire primary, 
then overwhelmed the challenger in 
Massachusetts and Vermont. Reagan 
was not on the ballot in Vermont. 
In Washington, Ford campaign aides 
said the President has no plans to visit 
Florida before Tuesday’s election. He 
made two trips to the state 
in 
February, and has predicted victory in 
the prana ry. 
Among Democrats, Jackson has 
rejected the notion that the Wallace- 
Carter race is the focal point for 
Florida's primary. At several cam­ 
paign stops in the state Wednesday, he 
declared, “ It’s a three-way horse 
race.” 
Jackson wouldn't say who would get 
the biggest share of Florida's 81 
D em ocratic 
national 
convention 
delegates, but he told reporters in 
Tampa, "I am the only candidate to 
beat George Wallace. Gov. Carter has 
met him three times and was defeated 
three times." 
Jackson apparently referred to the 
M assachusetts election and party 
caucuses in Mississippi and South

Carter, who visited five Florida

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - Text­ 
books being bought for nonpublic 
school pupils with state money are out 
of date and available only in limited 
quantities, the Department of edu­ 
cation says it has been told 
Representatives of the nonpublic 
schools said the situation has arisen 
because pupils and their parents did 
not to date tiegtn buying the materials 
while legality of the state subsidy was 
tieing challenged in court, said Martin 
W 
F.ssex, superintendent of public 
instruction 
The controlling board has approved 
$15.2 million to buy basic books in all 
subjects for the 247,682 pupils involved. 
Essex said 
State payment for the books has 
been approved by three federal judges, 
after nonpublic schools represen­ 
tatives and lawyers for the American 
Civil liberties Union agreed on the 
measure 
The ACLU had won a temporary 
order tarring disbursement of $88 
million in state aid to nonpublic 
schools. 
The books will be owned by local 
public school districts and loaned to 
the nonpublic school pupils F.ssex said 
The education departm ent es­ 
timated it would cost $56 IS for school 
books for each pupil in grades one 
through eight and $72 40 for each pupil 
in grades nine through 12. 
The cost includes a 3 per cent 
allocation to the districts to cover 
administrative costs 
The order granted to the ACLU 
blocks state ald to nonpublic schools 
for 
diagnostic 
health 
services, 
guidance counseling, 
remedial 
in­ 
struction and special education for

D ETRO IT (A P i — Domestic car 
sales in February jumped 22 per cent 
from the year before, signaling an 
accelerated m arket recovery and 
bolstering forecasts that 1976 would be 
the third best sales year ever for the 
auto Industry 
Foreign car sales, however, did not 
fare as well 
Import sales fell an 
estimated 27 per cent from February 
1975 to give foreign makers their few­ 
est sales for a February in six years 
and their smallest share of the total 
market for the month since 1972 
The four U.S. car makers reported 
on Wednesday sales of 650,649 new cars 
during February. The year before, by 
contrast, 
the 
domestic 
companies 
logged sales of only 535,718 cars — an 
eight-year low for the month 
despite 
cash rebates offered briefly to combat 
a worsening industry recession. 
The most recent figures were lower 
than some analysts expected and 
trailed by 16 per cent the February 
sales record set in 1973 
But analysts also noted that the 
latest daily selling tempo gave the 
industry a seasonally adjusted annual 
sales rate of 8 8 million domestic ears, 
up from 8 3 million in January and the 
highest rate for a single month since 
August 1974 
lf that rate holds for the rest of the 
year, the industry would wind up with 
its third best sales year on record. The 
makers sold 9.3 million cars in 1972 and 
a record 9.7 million in 1973 before the 
energy crisis and then a recession sent 
sales tumbling Domestic sales last 
year limped in at 7.4 million, a 13-year 
low. 
General 
Motors' 
February 
sales 
were up 25 per cent from the year 
before, Chrysler was up 23 per cent 
and Ford was up 18 per cent. American 
Motors was off 9 per cent. 
Analysts attributed AMC’s declining 
sales to a recent softening in the small- 
cur end of the market, w here AMG has 
specialized in recent years. 
February sales of imports fell to an 
estimated 106,000 from 146,400 last 
year.
